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CORRECTED DECISION 


This is a corrected decision on the petition under 37 CFR 1.137(b), filed February 22, 2001, to 
revive the above-identified application. 

The petition is GRANTED. 

The decision mailed July 12, 2001 is hereby vacated for the reason stated below. 

The previous decision was inadvertently dismissed and required drawings in response to the 
Notice of Allowability. This application has not been allowed; as such, drawings are not 
required.
